VISALIA - The Tulare 
County clerk and registrar of 
voters, Jay C. Bayless, is 
appealing to . yet-unregistered 
voters to register this month for 
the November 7th general 
election. 

Bayless states that if the more 
than 5,000 new registrants wait 
until the October 8th deadline, 
the county may be unable to run 
a completely successful election. 

“If a large share of the voters 
we expect to register wait until 
late September or early October, 
my election division could be 
swamped with processing the 
late registrations,” Bayless said. 

“If this happens, some voters 
who register during the end of 
this period may not receive 
sample ballots or voter pamphlets 
before the November 7th general 
election.” 

Bayless said the predicted 
problems are the result of a 
recent state supreme court 
decision that registration may 
not close until 30 days before an 
election. Previously, registration 
closed 54 days before an 
election. 

He said that if there is a large 
rush of late registrants, “It is 
possible that the detailed 
processing of new registrants 
could cause delays before the 
new voters can be cleared to 
vote.” 

Bayless, in pleading for 
citizens’ cooperation in 
registering without delay warned 
Tulare county residents that 
“while the election division was

Wheat Allotment Program Explained 
In Notices Sent To County Farmers 


VISALIA - Notices of 1973 
wheat allotments and an official 
explanation of the 1973 Wheat 
Set-aside program have been 
mailed to producers in Tulare 
county, according to M.L. 
Rogers, chairman of the County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation (ASC) committee. 


All participants will set aside 
an acreage equal to 86 percent 
of their farm domestic 
allotment, will earn wheat 
certificate payments bases on 
their domestic allotment, and 
will be eligible for commodity 
credit corporation loans on 
wheat grown on participating 
farms. 

An additional set-aside option 
is offered, Rogers said. 
Contingent upon their 1972 


wheat acreage, producers may 
set aside an additional acreage 
up to 15 percent of their 
domestic wheat allotment in 
return for a payment of 88 cents 
a bushel times established yield 
times acres of additional 
set-aside. 

A producer who accepts the 
additional set-aside option also 
agrees to limit his production of 
1973 wheat. The limitation is 
determined by the formula: 
1972 spring and winter wheat 
planted acreage on the farm plus 
any 1972 additional set-aside, 
minus the 1973 additional 
set-aside.

Last fall, face 
flies congregated in Humboldt 
county towns, interfering with 
church services and school 
classes. Thick swarms of the 
pests appeared in homes 
throughout Siskiyou county. 
Resembling the ordinary 
housefly but much more 
aggressive, according to Dr. 
Legner. 3 
“The flies cling to the faces 
of cattle and flit around their 
eyes, causing irritation and 
infection. They feed on the * 
mucous of eyes, nose, and 
mouth. They scrape the skin and 
can draw blood.” The face fly 
also is responsible for increased 
transmission of pinkeye among 
cattle. 
Dr. Legner decided to import 
the Pakistan beetles during his 
affiliation with a United Nations 
Food and Agricultural 
Organization study that 
indicated the beetles were 
valuable biological controls of 
the face fly in Pakistan. 
Other beneficial insects have 
been imported and released to ie 
control the face fly, Dr. Legner 
said. But the upcoming releases 
will be the first of insects native 
to the fly’s own area of origin.

Quarantine 
Area Reduced 


SACRAMENTO - 
Increasingly effective 
enforcement of the quarantine 
on movement of poultry from 
areas infected with exotic 
Newcastle disease has enabled 
the California department of 
agriculture and the U.S. 
department of agriculture to 
further reduce the quarantine 
area for this destructive poultry 
disease in Southern California. 

Exotic Newcastle, which is 
fatal to poultry and other birds, 
is not a hazard to consumers of 
eggs and other poultry products. 

Already released from 
quarantine are all of Imperial 
county, all but two individual 
premises in Santa Barbara 
county, northern sections of 
Ventura and Los Angeles 
counties, and eastern sections of 
San Bernardino, Riverside, and 
San Diego counties. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has also. released 
areas of Arizona, including most 
of Yuma and Mohave counties. 
Little or no recent infection has 
been found in these areas. 

California areas remaining 
under quarantine include all of 
Orange county plus those 


portions of Ventura, Los 
Angeles, Riverside and San 
Bernardino counties which lie 
south and west of the Santa 
Clara River and the crests of the 
San Gabriel, San Bernardino, 
San Jacinto, and Laguna 


. Mountains - commonly known 


as the Coast range. 

Small sections of Kern, Kings, 
Fresno and Tulare counties also 
remain under quarantine due to 
outbreaks of exotic Newcastle 
on individual farms or premises. 

More than 3.9 million birds, 
mostly poultry, have been 
destroyed because of exposure 
to Newcastle disease in 
California since mid-March, and 


their owners have been 
indemnified by the Federal 
government. 


Remainder of the healthy 
populations in  theoriginally 
quarantined area in eight 
Southern California counties is 
around 44 million birds. These 
are being protected through 
repeated vaccination.

go one of two ways: 1. Maintain 
required set-aside and conserving 
base acreages with no limit on 
his wheat acreage, and 2. 
Maintain required set-aside, 
additional set-aside, and 
conserving base acreages and 
limit his wheat acreage,” the 
ASC committee chairman said. 
“He should check with the 
County ASCS Office for full 
details.” 

A number of other items are 
covered in the official 
explanation, including a 
reminder that 1973 is the year 
when a farmer who did not plant 
a program crop during the past 
two seasons can lose his 
allotment if he fails to plant for 
a third = successive year. 
Substitution provisions are 
spelled out. Corn, grain 
sorghum, and barley may be 
substituted for wheat to preserve 
allotment history. 

“Then, too, I want to remind 
producers that set-aside acreage - 
both the required and any 
additional set-aside - must be of 
the same average quality as the 
other cropland on the farm,” 
Rogers said. 

Producers may ask for 
set-aside inspection and 
measurement service from the 
county ASC office in order to 
assure themselves well ahead of 
time that set-aside land is 
acceptable. This service is 
offered at cost. 

Allotment notices to wheat 
producers are sent several 
months before sign-up, at which 
time farmers give official notice 
of their intent to participate in 
the set-aside programs and 
designate their set-aside acreage. 
The official signup period has 
not yet been announced.

To them candles represented 
an art expression, and even in 
commercial production they 
maintain as much of the 
individualized approach as 
possible, although they admit 
that art may suffer a bit in the 
face of commercialism.
